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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with snow is 
controlled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with the 
New Hampshire Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a 
fire out-of-doors when the ground is not covered with snow must 
have a written permit signed by the Town Forest Fire Warden. If 
the fire is to be kindled on land not owned by the person kindling 
the fire then he must have the permission of the landowner. No out- 
door fires can be kindled between 9 A.M, and 5 P.M. unless it is 
raining, without the additional approval of the District Forest Fire 
Chief. 


The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past two 
decades. Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire be- 
came so dry in mid August that the Governor and Council, upon 
the recommendation of the State Forester, enacted a partial wood- 
lands closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, Hillsborough, Merrimack and 
Belknap Counties and a complete woodlands closure in Strafford and 
Rockingham Counties plus the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton and 
Alton in Belknap County. Through the excellent cooperation of the 
citizens of our State no major forest fire occurred at any time 
during the year.

The following is a report from the North Country Council regarding its activities on a 
regional and local basis. The Council's Board of Directors respectfully requests that the 
Selectmen include this report in their official Town Report. NCC's representatives have 
received a copy of this report and are requested to change it as they see fit. 


Report to the Town of Landaff from the North Country Council 


The North Country Council (NCC) is the official planning organization (RSA 36: 45-53) 
for the North Country. The Council undertakes area-wide planning programs, when appro- 
priate, and provides community planning services and information to Towns. The Council's 
Board of Directors, two representatives from each of the 19 Member Towns, determines 
the work program and budget. 


During 1974, the Council completed an Economic Base Study, assisted 30 Towns in 
solid waste by organizing site inspections and planning by providing information on volume, 
cost and transportation of solid waste. The Council also prepared a model Town Kit Fact 
Book, and a model flood district ordinance. The Council is preparing a Public Transpor- 
tation Plan for the North Country and has submitted an application to the Federal Highway 
Administration for a rural transportation demonstration project. NCC has updated the 
State's Outdoor Recreation Plan for the North Country. This enables communities to 
maintain eligibility for federal funds. The Council has sponsored meetings and conferences 
on flood insurance, solid waste, land use, and septic tank disposal. 


While working in the Town of Landaff, the Council has reviewed and commented on the 
Town's zoning ordinance. The staff has provided assistance and information to the Town on 
solid waste figures, mobile homes, and a building code. Since 1974 was the Council's first 
full year, services were provided to non-member Towns in order for them to become 
acquainted with NCC, 


What's in store for the future? NCC hopes to continue its work with the Town by pro- 
viding an on-going program of planning services and information in order to help the Town 
cope with potential growth. NCC is developing legal information on land use which is avail- 
able to Member Towns. The Council is also a point of information and assistance for 
potential sources of federal funding. In conclusion, the North Country Council hopes to 
continue working on a regular basis in areas of local and area-wide concern.

SCHOOL NURSE REPORT - 1974 


The school health program was carried out as usual. Physical 
screenings were done on all pupils by Medex Wayne Kenison under the 
supervision of Dr. McGregor. Parents were notified of any abnormali- 
ties found. 


Heights, weights, audio and visual screenings were done on all 
pupils by the school nurse and notices of any problems found were sent 
to parents. 


Children in the second grade were given a dental examination by 
Dr. Clark under the Dental Clinic. The Crest Program was used again 
in the third grade. This year all pupils are participating in a plaque 
control program sponsored by the State Dental Health Department. The 
children were shown a new way of brushing and flossing their teeth to 
help prevent gum disease and tooth decay. This program will be carried 
out throughout the rest of the year. 


The vitamin program was started in November. Each child received 
one capsule daily during the winter months. The pre-school vision and 
hearing clinic was held at this time. 


Tuberculosis tests were administered to all school personnel 
with the assistance of the State Department of Health. Several chil- 
dren were seen at the state sponsored clinics such as: sight conservation, 
cardiac, and crippled children. 


I attended a nutrition course at Berlin High School and several 
workshops related to problems in school nursing. I have also attended 
monthly nurses' meetings under the supervision of White Mountain Com- 
munity Services. These programs have been very worthwhile.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Education and the Citizens of the Landaff 
School District: 


As Superintendent of Schools, it is with pleasure that I 
submit to you my first annual report. 


During the past year (1973-74), there were 18 students en- 
rolled at the Blue School. The average daily membership was 17.2. 
There were 7 students attending the Lisbon Elementary grades, 8 
students attending the Junior-High grades, and 11 at the Senior-High. 


Through the untiring efforts of your Board of Education, the 
children of Landaff's Blue School are receiving a commendable educa- 
tion. The Board's dedication to maintain both the current programs 
as well as provide modern facilities for the students is laudable. 
It should be noted that the Board members over the past two years 
have returned their salaries to the district. These funds have been 
used to provide the services of a speech therapist as well as pur- 
chase furniture for the school. 


Again this year, by sharing staff with the Lisbon Regional 
School District and the Lafayette School District, the services of 
a speech therapist, an art teacher, a music teacher, and a learning 
disability consultant have been available to your children. 


With the increased enrollment, the Board was most concerned 
that the quality of teaching and learning be maintained. For this 
reason, an aide was hired to assist Miss Kirby on a daily basis. 
The school was most fortunate in obtaining the services of Miss 
Susan Foster, a cum laude graduate of Plymouth State College. 


In looking to the future, your Board is faced with financial 
concerns relative to continuing increases in enrollment. Landaff, 
at this time, is a growing community. You will note an increase in 
your school budget that is the direct result of the growth in school 
population. Your Board of Education has worked diligently to present 
a budget that is realistic. 


At this time, I would like to extend to Mrs. Rita Besaw, 
Assistant Superintendent, my personal gratitude for her exceptional 
dedication and service to the Landaff School District. Her untiring 
efforts, in cooperation with the Board of Education, cannot be over- 
looked when assessing the continued improvements of the Landaff School 
IGS LY. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the Board of 
Education for their fine efforts over this past year; also, a note 
of thanks to Miss Kirby, our teacher, and Miss Foster, our aide, for 
their efforts in providing a meaningful instructional program.
